ANECDOTES Ol MR. WESLEY. 

A few mouths before Mr. Wesley's death, when he 
was breakfasting one Sunday morning in London, with 
several preachers, both itioeraut and local, one of 
them Lad occasion to reprove another for semething 
whict was deemed improper. The rebuke was not so 
kiadiy taken as perhaps it-should have been and was 
autended ; gnc the persow reproved, who set next to 
Mr. Wesley, turned to that veserable man, theme 
tather among his children, and said, “Sir, 1 do not 
think it right, for a juaior brother to speals in this way 
io a senior.” Mr. Wesley immediately stood up, 
and looking with benignity and affection upou those 
around him, who were mostly young men, said, * If 
any of my younger brethren know any thing 
amiss in me, I will thank them to teil me of it.” A 
reply worthy of a man of God, then in theeighty-cighth 
year of his age. It is scarcely needful to add that this 
remark put an end to all further complaint. 


Your anecdote respecting Mr. Wesley’s first ex- 
tempore sermon, inserted in your number for January 
last, put me in mind of what I bave more than once 
heard him say, when talking of the new and difficult 
circumstances in which he and his brother Charles, in 
ihe days of their early ministry, have found themselves 
placcd. ** My brother Charles would say, * Well, if 
the Lord would give mé wings, I would fly.’ I used 
to say, ‘ But if fle bid me fly, 1 would trust him for 
the wings.’ ” 

This account needs no remark, exce)t that it is 
| highly illustrative of the character of the two bro- 
i there. Mr. Wesley had more of confidence ; Mr. 
"Charles, more of caution. It pleased the Great Head 
of the Church to use both these dispositions, under his 
own influence, to promote the knowledge of that sal- 
vation. of which myriads both in earth and heaven now 
partake.

| manifested while in the command of a small squadron 
| of American ships he cruised off the coasts of England 
j and Scotland, in the early stage of the revolutionary 

war. Encouraged by the success of his descent on 
Whitehaven, in April, 1778, in September of the fol- 
lowing year, he projected a similar attack on Leith, 
} with the intention of laying the town under coutribu- 
| tion or reducing it to ashes, and of destroying an arm- 
| ed ship, and several cutters that lay in Leith Roads.

Ina biographical account of Paul Jones, lately pub- 
lished, there is a very erroneous statement of the con- 
duct of an eminent minister of the Secession church 
ip Scotland, while the American squadron was in 
Leith roads. In 1797 I received the following avcount 
of the transaction from the respectable family of this 
clergyman, and from two fespectable inhabitants of 
Kirkaldy, who were present on the occasion. The 
writer of this article was himself an eye-witness of 
part of the scene, having lately entered a grammar~ 
school in ooe of the towns on the Forth, some miles 

| below Leith. 
The Rev. Robert Shirra, minister of the gospel it 
| Kirkaldy, un the north side of the Forth, nearly oppo- 
site to Edinburgh and Leith, although distinguished 
| for certain eccentricities of character, was a learned, 
| able, and faithful servant of Jesus Christ. Few, it is 
believed, in the Scottish church, kad been more suc- 
| cessful in winning souls. He labored long among a 
i very large and respectable congregation, and it was 
well known to those who were intimate with him, that 
he was remarkably ble-sed with answers to his pray- 
jers. He enjoyed the friendship of that eminent man, 
| David, earl of Leven and Melville, long president of 
| the society for propagating Christian knowledge, and 
| of the learned Dr. George Hill, late principal of St. 
| Mary’s College, St. Andrews. At the time when Paul 
| Jones visited that coast Mr. Shirra was in the midst 
{ of his usefuluess. : 
| Qn the second or third Sabbath of September, when 
there was no dread of an enemy, (although some re- 
_ports had reached Edinburgh that a hostile squadron 
had been seen near the Orkney Islands,) Mr. Shirra

The Rev. Mr. Peck, a missionary in Missouri and 
Illinois, gives an encouraging account of the Bible 
and Sunday School societies in those states, in a letter 
to the Secretary of tue Baptist Missionary Society of 
Massachusetts. Hg says that his time for several 
months has been oc@upied in the agency of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, and in Sunday School and Mis- 
sionary mattérs:—that he has travelled through eigh- 
teen counties in Missouri, twen(y-four in [linois, and 
pine in lodiana:—That he bas formed 18 new auxil- 
lary Bible Sovieties, re-organized and regived several 


othérs, and formed a number of Sabbath School Soci- | 


eties. He says there are now in Missouriand Ilinois 
43 Auxiliary Bible Societies. and more thaa 100 Sab- 
bath Schools, in successful operation ; that more than 
3.000 children and youth are taught in the schools, 
aud that the Sunday Schools and Bible systems are 
taking deeper hold on the affections of the public eve- 
ry week; that revivals prevail to ao encouraging ex- 
tent; that ia July he witnessed in White co. Illinois, 18 
persons under the most serious convictions; that, in 
the northivest a powerful revival was going on, among 
the Presbyterians ; that a Baptist preacher had bap- 
tized more thon 100 converts within a year, principal- 
ly in Davies and Martin cos. Indiana; that lately, in 
and near St. Louis co. more than 60 had professed 
conversion at three Camp-meetings, among the Cum- 
berland Presbyterians.

We have been favored by a friend with the follow- 


ing extract of a letter, dated “Camp Princeton, 
Creek nation, Nov. 4th, 1825. 


“Tam very happy to inform you that Gen. Gaines 
has made an arrangement with the Indians, by which 
I think all the difficulties between the United States 
and Georgia, and between the latter and the Indians, 
may be peaceably adjusted. The Indians have agreed 
to relinquish all the land which lies within the limits 
of the state. The treaty would have been entered in- 
to immediately, but unfortunately some of the prinei- 
pal Chiefs had set out for Washington previously to 
the arrival of the General. 

The nation, however, (with. the exception of the 
M‘latosh party,) has unanimously granted full power 
to the Chiefs deputed at Washington, to make a trea- 
ty to that effect with the United States.”

ed this life. 

Ever after the birth of her first child, her constitu- 
tion was enfeebled, and sy inptoms of approaching con- 
suinption warned her that the lamp of life must soon 
be extinguished., But her confidence wes in the 
Rock of Ages, aad her full belief ina risen Saviour 
shed « heavenly lustre on her passage to the tomb. 
For some years she at times enjoyed a comfortable 
degree of health, ane was enabled in pari to perform 
| the domestic duties of her little family; and no doubt 
| she often indulged hopes of long life and future use- 
fulness.

All was silent, and without a struggle 
her spirit tool its flight to the God who gave it. 

She ended her earthly pilgrimage in the town of 
south Hero, in the state of Vermont, on the 22d of 
June, 1821, in the 30th year of her age.

Surely then the proper education of females 
is an important consideration to society. It mast be 
acknowledged that the pubhe attention is strongly ex- 
cited at preseat towards this interesting subject. It 
seems to be universally admitted that women are hap- 
pier and more useful when their minds are cultivated, 
than when left in a state of ignorance. Accordingly 
great preparations are made in this age of geaeral un- 
provement, for giving them due consequence in sucie- 
ty. Elementary works of science are prepared for 
their use, the stores of foreign literature are rendered 
accessible by casy methods of acquiring foreign 
tongues. The fine arts are made familiar by the ta- 
cility with which a moderate proficiency may be at- 
tained; and to crown all, the world is prepared to re- 
| ceive with applause, the specimens of female cultiva- 
| tion, which are suited to its taste. Thus it would 
| seem, that the object of education, as it is now under- 
| stood, is to einbellish that part of life which uatare has 
already adorned with her choicest gifts, and to leave 
the rest of existence without the supports so necessa- 
ry to human weakness. Of all that is learnt in youth, 
how lis:!e can be made sabservient to purposes of real 
utility. How little of the blaze_ which is kindled in 
the morning, remains to cheer the evening of life. Lt 
seems to be generally admitted, that certain fashiona- 
ble accomplishments are dispensable constituents of 
female excellence. No mother is willing that her 
} daughter should forego advantages that rank so high 
iy her puerile estimate of worldly good. It is true, 
that much time aud expense*are requisite to attain 
even moderate skill in these acquirements. It may 
also be true, that the candidate fur fashionable distinc- 
tion is without a natural capacity for the desired at- 
}tuinments. No matter—she must be bound appren- 
tice to suine accomplishment, perhaps at the expense 
| of solid improvement in taste, Knowledge, and under- 
|standing. There are undoubtedly many women who 
evince a decided talent for the fe arts, and there 
}can be no objection ta sech cases, to the cultivation 
| of these gifts of nature. But the mistake is, to make 
| such light acquirements the grand object of educa- 
tion, and tu furce every woman to learn invsic, draw- 
ing and daucing, with or against nature. ‘Thus the

them by their presence and pastoral discourses. The 
good work which was then begun on the hither- 
to heatben-like shores of the Mirimachi, the Lord ap- 
pears to have owned; and we hope a church may be 
formed from those who have seen and felt the moral 
good resulting to society by making séamen religious 


and moral characters.” 








Whien we cast our eyes back 464 years, there was 
not a Bible in our language. John Wickliffe was the 
first man who translated this book into English. ‘I his 
was done in 1360; but it was never printed till about 
1431, and then only the New Testament. The first 
English Testament ever priuted was translated hy 
William Tindale, who was assisted by Coverdale, and 
was printed in 1526, which is only 299 years since; 
and this edition was principally bought up by Bishop 
Tuastal and Sir Thomas Moore, and committed to the 
flames ; and even his second edition shared t!¢ sme 
fate. He and his coadjutors afterwards printed the 
whole Bible. But poor Tindale did not live to see 
much of the salutary effects of his pious and laborious 
exertions; for while preparing his second edition, be 
was taken up for heresy, as the Papists call it, and like 
his Testaments, burnt to ashes. Nevertheless. his 
Bible outrode the storm of opposition, and being revis- 
ed by John Rogers and others, was printed under the 
borrowed name of Matthew—was dedicated to Henry 
VIII. in 1587, and is known by the name of Mattliew’s 
Bible. This was the first Bible that obtained hberty 
to speak publicly in England. After this, seven leart- 
ed men translated what is called the Geneva Bible; and 
others the Bishop’s Bible, &c. 

But none of these pleased King James, and he ap- 
pointed fifty-four learned men, under certain restric- 
tions, to make a new translation: however, only forty- 
seven of them undertook the work; and they gave 
our present Bible.
